Levy for 19 30 Fix ed Today a t 29 
Cents, to Yield $14,68 4,29 1 in 
Revenue 


INCREASE TO APPLY 
ON GENERAL FUND

The 19 30 sta te ta x levy will be 
a t the rate of 29 c for each $100 
of tax able property , an increase 
of six cents over the 19 29 levy , 
it was decided today a t a joint

Bobbitt, auditor of state. 
The appropriation for the y ear 
ha s been fix ed $14,68 4,29 1. 
Last 
y ear’s figure was $13,454,8 9 1. The 
valua tion is set a t $5,17 0,000,000, 
and la st y ear was fix ed $5,117 ,- 
000,000. 
The general fund levy was set 
a t 16.25 cents, an increase from 
10.45 cents, and the seven sta tu­ 
tory funds a t 10.7 5 cents a n in­ 
crease of two mills. A two cent 
levy for the sta te teachers retire­ 
m ent fund was fix ed;

army program at the end of its 
second year. 
In announcing the new policy, 
the war departm ent said it had 
no desire to compete with civilian 
flying schools in providing pilots 
for (Commercial aviation. It also 
recognizes that the better grade 
flying schools, patterned after 
the army schools, will form a 
great reservoir from which train­ 
ed pilots may be drawn in event 
of future wars, and believes they 
should be given encouragement 
by

that 
their 
graduates will face no serious 
competition from flyers who ob­ 
tained their training at govern­ 
m ent expense. 
The war departemnt takes the 
position it should be entitled to 
some service from graduates af­ 
ter training them, particularly 
in view of the limited funds pro­ 
vided for this purpose.

office was granting him a dirigible 
patent for which he had applied 
seven long years before. 
The history of the case and its

a type of dirigible which doubtless 
will be constructed sooner or later, 
to be sustained both by helium and 
hydrogen gas. 
It also reveals that if it took Dr. 
Eekener seven years to obtain this 
patent it was more the fault of 
himself and his lawyers than of the 
patent office. A patent runs 17 years 
and it is frequently the custom of 
inventors and manufacturing com­ 
panies to delay the final issuance 
of their patent as long as possible 
in order to extend their period of 
ownership of the rights.

by standardizing 
bo dies in judging an educatio nal 
institutio n sho uld be applied to 
church scho o ls with the same 
rigo r that they are applied to 
o ther scho o ls upo n private fo un­ 
datio ns o r under state suppo rt. 
A parent has a right to assume 
that a student entering a church 
scho o l will receive training that 
in the academic field equals the 
best that can be received in any 
university. 
“Th e parent h as a righ t to as­ 
sume th at h is ch ild will h ave a 
reasonable acquaintance with th e 
ph y sical sciences th at seek to un­ 
derstand th at wh ich we call our 
material life; with th e biological 
sciences wh erein th e results of 
m an’s inquiry into th e nature of 
life are considered; psy ch ology 
with its careful consideration of 
m an’s th ough t life and nervous 
organization; th e social sciences 
wh ich consider m an’s endeavor 
to learn h ow to live togeth er; 
with th e subjects th at deal with 
m an’s ach ievements in communi­ 
cation, such as language, writ­ 
ing. and th e like. 
“Th ese a student sh ould be 
able th e use with readiness, pre­ 
cision, and accuracy . In addition, 
h e sh ould be acquainted with th e 
cultural ach ievements of man 
th at are found in literature and 
th e fine arts. But a parent h as 
also th e righ t to ex pect th at h is | 
ch ild will face some of th e deeper j 
questions th at h ave to do with j 
th e origin of th ings and th e pur- I 
pose of th e universe. Here h e j 
enters th e fields of ph ilosoph y ! 
and religion. 
“Wh ile it is true th at th e 
ch urch sch ool must meet such 
standards, it is equally true th at, 
because it is under ch urch or 
Ch ristian auspices it h as anoth er 
duty . It seeks to reveal th ose 
eth ical principles th at h ave been 
proved valid so th at th e student 
may lay h old upon th ese moti­ 
vating powers th at make for 
ch aracter. With out apology , th e 
Ch ristian sch ool seeks to give th e 
student full opportunity to un­ 
derstand th e forces th at were 
dominant in th e life of Jesus. 
Th e university h as in addition, 
h owever, a duty to th e commun­ 
ity . It seeks to be a h erald of a 
new order. 
“Th e preach er calls th e order 
th e Kingdom of God. Oth ers re­ 
fer to it as th e New Society . 
However th at may be, it is to be 
a social order in wh ich th e will 
of a moral God rules in all th e 
activities of men. It is an order 
wh ose foundation is equal righ ts 
and complete justice for all men 
in all stations of life. It is a 
society wh erein men recognize 
th e freeing power of truth and 
relentlessly pursue th e truth to 
th e end th at mankind may be 
emancipated. 
Th e 
university 
fails in its dutv if it does not 
banish 
superstition 
from 
th e 
minds of men, and teach th em 
scientific meth ods calculated t o! 
reach truth . 
“Th e ch urch sch ool must send i 
forth a generation of students! 
wh o recognize th e infinite worth 
of men and wh ose social prac­ 
tices are determined by th e prin­ 
ciple, Does th is action enrich or 
destroy life? Again, th e Ch ris­ 
tian sch ool in its duty to. th e 
community sh ould make clear i 
th e necessity of service. G reat-! 
ness must be dependent upon

service 
rendered. 
Eventually 
m an’s income sh ould approx i­ 
mate th e service th at h e renders 
to th e community and h is righ t

to property be based upon th e 
same fact. 
Th e sch ool sh ould 
present th e facts relative to th e 
transforming power of love, so 
th at th e cbh esive force binding' 
society into unity may be under- ' 
stood and th is strange power1 
called ‘love,’ wh ich does in factj 
transform life, be laid h old upon.1 


* vVe have seen, therefo re, that 
the church scho o l must meet the 
same standards set by educatio n­ 
a l institutio ns everywhere, but, 
in its duty to the co mmunity, it 
must pro duce the leadership that 
will eventually take mankind to 
the place where we do have equal 
rights and co mplete justice fo r 
all men in all statio ns o f 
life, 
where we reco gnize and practice 
freeing po wer o f truth, the infin­ 
ite wo rth o f men, the necessity 
o f service, and the transfo rming 
po wer o i lo ve," he co ncluded. 
Th e Saturday afternoon ses­ 
sion was devoted to th e board of 
h ospitals, h omes and deaconess 
work, with th e Rev. M. O. Rob­ 
bins presiding.

work they think they are not fitted for. 


When a young man awakes in the morning 


with regret that he must get up and go to work, 
he may well understand that a vital necessity 
of success and happiness is not his, and that it is 
high time he change his philosophy of life, his 
job, his dieter his mode of living. He is cer- 
tainly off the road that leads to achievement in 
anything. 


Work brings joy to more people than any 


other form of human effort. Poor deluded souls 
lament that they must work, while they know 
deep down in their consciousness that they are 
getting more fun out of their work than out of 
then- automobile, golf or radio. 
To scold and 


complain is human. 


Because those denied the benevolence of an 


inheritance must work for a living, it is their 
duty to themselves to take for their life work 
that which "is productive of the greatest pleas- 
ure as well as of the greatest profit. Parents 
and tutors should advice and guide, but should 
never drive and coerce young men and women 
into a vocation which holds forth no appeal to 
them or for which they show no aptitude. Where 
there is love there will be success, because love 
creates eagerness to do and work and think for 
the thing loved.

Tradition gives 


the faculty collectively and individually charact- 
ers of-tyrants and oppressors who make other- 
wise pleasant days of college life drudgery and 
torture. 
But any man several years out of col- 


lege can look back with pleasant smiles to some 
one or two professors whose guidance and kindly 
encouragement have mode hard roads easy. 


Constant, mingling with his kind in all man- 


ner .of college and extra-college activities has a 
large effect upon the forming of character in the 
young student. A man who can meet men up- 
on a common ground of intelligence and good 
judgment, discuss the problems of the day in 
the manner which he learned in college circles, 
stands higher in the opinion of his fellows. But 
character and personality without learning do 
not constitute a college education, nor does a 
pedantic belief that "book knowledge is suffi- 
ent. 
Athletics, class hoom mental vigor and 


campus activities all contribute toward the fin- 
ished product of a college graduate.

CTTASHINGTON. —At about the 
" time Dr. Hugo Kckener was 
heading the Graf Zeppelin back to 
this country on his record flight 
around the world, the U. S. patent 
office was graining him a dirigible 
patent for which he had applied 
seven long years before. 


The history o£ the case and its 


final disposition, as gathered from 
(.he files of the patent office, reveal 
a type of dirigible which doubtless 
will be constructed sooner or later, 
to be sustained both by helium and 
hydrogen gas. 


• It also reveals that if it took Dr. 
Eckener seven years to obtain this 
patent it was more the fault of 
himself and his lawyers than of the 
patent office. A patent runs 17 3'ears 
and it is frequently the custom of 
inventors and manufacturing com- 
panies to delay the final issuance 
of their patent as long as possible 
in order to extend their period of 
ownership of the rights. 


He Didn't Try to Hurry 


They are assured of protection 


in the meantime, once they have 
applied, and the 17-year period be- 
gins only upon the actual issuance. 
One cannot assert with assurance 
that Dr. Eckener was following this 
course, but his lawyers invariably 
took- all the time allowed and that 
was why the 
proceedings were 


dragged out for seven years. Often 
enough, less than the'bare facts in 
such a case lead to criticism of the 
patent office for "red tape" and 
"delay." 


What Eckener originally asked 


for was a ; patent covering the 
sparing use of helium in a dirigible 
in cells at points most in danger 
from lightning or other combus- 
tion. And that was what he was j qf about 15 persons to handle' it? 
finally granted. But he began by I patent interests. 


makivs 15 or 20 claims for the idea 
and was finally allowed but three, 
as follows:. 


*'l. An airship comprising a cell 


filled with a non-inflammable car- 
rying gas, another cell filled with 
inflammable gas, a collapsible cell 
within said latter cell communi- 
cating with said latter cell for al- 
lowing escape of inflammable gas 
therefrom. 


"2. An airship comprising a mo- 


tor gondola, a cell filled with a non- 
inflammable carrying gas, a col- 
lapsible cell within said latter cell 
communicating with said former 
cell and a communication between 
said latter cell and the motor gon- 
dola. 


An airship comprising a plu- 


rality of gas cells, a bow cell being 
filled with a non-inflammable car- 
rying gas, other cells with an in- 
flammable gas, the walls of said 
bow cell being stronger than thoso 
of the other cells." 


Jfavj- Isn't Excited 


Our navy dirigible experts do not 


attach much significance to the 
new Eckener patent. The German 
Zeppelin expert must first find some- 
helium or similar non-inllammuble 
carrying gas and none is available 
.in Europe. If our own army and 
navy blimps and dirigibles were 
froced to economize-on, helium, they 
would undoubtedly be built with, 
special helium cells at vital points. 
The idea is an old one, but our own 
dirigible experts point out that it 
is much better to use 100 per cent 
helium than only five or 10 per 
cent -helium.

Washington, D. C.,—With 100 


miles of concrete highway now 
being built between Montevideo 
and Colonia, international auto- 
mobile traffic on a large scale 
will soon become a reality' in 
South America, according to a 
cable to the Washington office of 
the Pan American Confederation 
for Highway Education 
from 


members of the United States 
delegation to the Second Pan 
American Congress of Highways. 
The delegation is now visiting a 
number of Latin American coun- 
tries, and recently spent three 
days in Montevideo, capital of 
Uruguay, and its environs, meet- 
ing government officials and in- 
specting roads. 


This highway, which is being 


built under Illinois specifications 
with the most approved methods, 
will place Montevideo in direct 
communication with the Plata 
, River at Colonia from where a 
modern ferry service to Buenos 
Aires will make it possible to cut 
seven hours from the present 
travel time between the Argen- 
tine and Uruguayan capitals and 
will make Uruguay resort facili- 
ties easily accessible to a large 
number of persons in and around 
Buenos Aires and Colonia. 


Taken in conjunction with the 


road now open from Rio' to Sao 
Paulo and the sections under im- 
provement from there to Uru- 
guay, a long east-coast highway 
may be visualized which, within 
a few years, will link together Rio 
and Buenos Aires. The Colonia 
highway will be completed in 
thirty months at a cost of $4,- 
500,000. Brazilian engineers are 
planning a highway from Rio de 
Janerio to Bolivia as a second 
step hi the plan to open up inter- 
national travel between the 
countries of South America,

The American delegation was 


(much impressed with highway 
work in Uruguay. This country 
now has upwards of 2.500 kilo- 
meters of natural roads and is 
fast developing a system of mod 
ern bridges and- culverts. Cities 
are well-paved and the Uru- 
guayan section pf the Pan Amer- 
ican Confederation for Highway 
Education, with a well-planned 
program, is an activa force in the 
development of highways.
